It is generally known that Jlinhop As-

Among the duties 
imposed upon me by my oilicc was that 
of travelling- extensively, and I could hardlv 
expect to find a woman with grace enough 
to enable her to live but one week out of 
the fifty-two with her husband; besides, 
what right has any man to take advantage 
of the affections of a woman, make her his 
Wile, and by a voluntary absence subvert 
the whole order and economy of the mar- 
riage stale, by. separating those whom 
neither God, nature, nor the requirements 
of civil society permit long to be put asunder; 
it is neither justice nor generosity. I may 
add to tills that I had little money, and 
with this little administered to the necessi- 
ties of a beloved mother, until I was fifty- 
seven. If I have done wrong, I hope God 
and the sex will forgive me. It is my duty 
no.v to bestow the pittance I may have to 
spare upon widows and fatherless girls, 
and poor married men."

Nothing like 
manure for the rights of the South, and the 
expulsion of its enemies. They can't stand 
it at all." 


This is excellent advice, and if an indus- 


trious, energetic, people, working with their 
own hands, for their own profit could do it, 
it would be done, but it is useless to expcc 
a slave population with no interest in the 
matter to even make a serious attempt in 
that direction. We fear that the " South" 
will still think " Commercial Conventions" 
and "Nashville Resolutions," more potent 
than plough, or spade, and leave gaps open 
for the " enemy", as now.

GAS LIGHTS.—The first gas lights may 


)c said to have discovered themselves. The 
nost remarkable jets Avere found at a col- 
icry at Whitehaven in Cumberland. The 
niiiers were at work one day, when a gust 
of air of powerful odor passed by thorn, and 
catching fire at their lamps, blazed up with 
inch brilliancy that the colliers took to 
their hculs in fright. 
It was soon found, 


lowcver, that the flame, large as it was, 
)urncd quietly and without danger. And 
the men returned to their work. A curious 
result then appeared. The flame was en- 
tirely put out, but immediately re-kindled on 
the approach of fire, so that the only way 
:o get rid of the gas was to conduct it to 
the top of the mine.. A tube was fixed for 
this purpose, and the gas being lighter than 
the air, ascended to the surface. As soon 
as it appeared there, it burst out once more 
nto a brilliant flame, and crowds of people 
came to look at tue extraordinary specta- 
cle. 
The application of gas to general mir- 


uoses of illumination was first tried by Air. 
Murdock, in Cornwall, in 1792. The first 
display of gas works was made at Boulton 
& Watt's Foundary in Birmingham, on the 
occasion of the rejoicings for peace in 1802. 
2fas lights were first introduced into London 
at Golden Lane, August 1G, 1807. 
They 


were used for lighting Pall-mall in ISiJU, 
and were generally used throughout Lon- 
don m 1814. 
They -were first used in Dub- 


lin m ISlo, and tlie streets were generally 
lighted in October, 1825. 
The gas pipes 


in and about London extend about 1,200 
miles. 


CHINESE AFFAIRS.—It appears from in- 


telligence fourteen days later than that al- 
ready received from Canton, that the fight- 
inir had continued up to that date, and 
that, the American force had been co-operat- 
ing heartily with that under command of Kir 
Michael Seymour. It will be remembered 
that High t^ommississioner Yeh replied to 
the last demand of the British authorities 
for an apology, by 
offering a reward oJ 


thirty dollars'for the head of any English- 
man,* and that the British Admiral there- 
upon directed the bombardment of the town. 
The Chinese, in their eagerness to carry out 
Yell's command, and tu strike terror into 
the "foreign 
devils," decapitated some 


American persons in mistake for English- 
men and stuck their heads upon the city 
walls. It will hardly occasion wonder that 
the Americans, who showed every dispostion 
from the first lo strengthen the hands of the 
British authorities, should have made com- 
mon cause with us after this wanton act o! 
barbarity. It was also reported at the time 
the last accounts left China, that Changhae 
had been attacked by the Chinese rebels, and 
that the town had fallen into their hands.— 
This rumor, if confirmed, would seem to 
indicate that the insurgents would avail 
themselves ol'rlie opportunity afforded by 
tho present collision to secure an advantage 
which they hope, with 
our assMuiice, to
